The account of the deal through which the Grand National 
Bank recovered $822,000 of stolen bonds, as told to the police by 
Edward W. Foristel, lawyer and Republican politician, who says he 
got the first information from the underworld that the bonds could 
be regained for a price, ‘is given below.

Phenomenon Attributed to Dust 


Described by Foristel as “the 
whole story from: the beginning,” 
the account contradicts certain de- 
tails of the statement published 
yesterday of Emmett M. Myérs, 


Vice president of the Fidelity & De- 
posit Co. of Maryland, who restored 
the bonds to the bank, and Foris- 
tel’s formal statement given to the 
press Feb. 24, the day Myers was 
examined at police headquarters. 

Foristel made his full statement 
at police headquarters Feb. 25, and 
a transcript was delivered to the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, as is usual 
in such cases. 

Points of Contradiction. 

In substance, Foristel said he re- 
ceived an anonymous telephone 
call in October or November from 
aman he believed to be a thief or 
connected with the thieves; recom- 
mended the employment of State 
Representative Joseph L. Lemon to 
deal with the man; advised Myers 
that he had a legal right to buy 
back the bonds; advised Benjamin 
G. Brinkman to obtain an opinion 
from Circuit Attorney Miller as to 
the law; had three conferences in 
his office with Myers and Lemon, 
urging them not to make a move 
until the Circuit Attorney had been 
seen by Brinkman, and left the ne- 
gotiations to Myers and Lemon 
after learning that the bank had 
agreed to pay $140,000, including a 
$15,000 fee to Lemon. 

In his statement to the press 
Foristel had said he had but one 
conference with Myers and Lemon 
when he brought them togetiier, 
instead of three conferences; that 
he heard no more until late in Jan# 
uary when Lemon told him the 
bonds were “in safe hands.” 


In his statement to the police, 
Foristel said he got his first im- 
pression that the bonds were in 
safe hands when checking up the 
Vandeventer Securities Co. account 
with the defunct brokerage firm of 


}Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co., as at- 


torney for the Anderson receivers, 
when Walter W, Smith, president 
of the First National Bank, said, 
“The stock will be worth more 
when these stolen bands are back.” 


Conflicts’ With Myers’ Story. 


Myers, in his statement the day 
before, had said he had four con- 
ferences with Foriste] in Foristel’s 
office; that Foristel enjoined strict 
secrecy upon him and Lemon (al- 
though Foristel has admitted he 
discussed the negotiations with Ar- 
thur C. Hilmer, senior partner of 
Anderson & Co.), that Foristel said 
a $200,000 reward was “out of rea- 
son’’ and approved. the $140,000 
figure, which Foristel denied; that 
Ioristel told him he would not deal 
with Alonzo A. Alexander, the lo- 
cal adjuster and attorney for the 
Fidelity and Deposit Co., which 
Foristel. denied; that he (Myers) 
did not know what part of the 
$140,000 was to be taken by Lemon 
as his fee, although Foristel said 
Myers told him thé fee was $15,- 
000. 

Foristel’s Examination, 


Foristel was examined in the of- 
fice of Chief of Detectives Kaiser. 
After he had stated his age as 59 
and his address as 4900 South 
Broadway, Chief Kaiser outlined 
Myers’ account of the negotiations. 

“To my best recollection,’’ Chief 
Kaiser said, ‘“‘Myers stated that you 
got in touch with him in retcr- 
ence to these stolen bonds, you 
understanding they were on the 
market, and that you had him 
come over to your office and 
talked to him several times and 
told him you could get in conne:- 
tion with a reputable man named 
Joseph L. Lemon, an attorney, anil 
he met Lemon in your office, and 
Myers became convinced this man 
Lemon was O. K., and you told 
Lemon, in the presence of Myers, 
to go out and try to get these 
bonds, and I asked Myers why he 
did not take this matter up with 
Alexander,, an adjuster for his 
company, and Myers stated you 
told him you and Lemon would not 
do any business with Alexander 
but would do business only through 
Myers and that is all the dealings 
he had with you, ahd up to the 
time he secured the bonds, he. ne- 
gotiated with Lemon.” 
Anonymous Phone Calls Common. 

Forestel volunteered to tell “the 
whole story from the beginning.” 
He prefaced his narrative with the 
statement that he had been a mi- 
nority director of the Continental 
Life Insurance Co. and was attor- 
ney for the Vandeventer Securities 
Co., which owns a 48 per cent in- 
terest in the Grand Nation ' Bank, 
adding that unfriendly feelings ex- 
isted between him and Ed Mays, 
president of the insurance com- 
pany and the Grand National Bank. 

His account of his part in the 
bond recovery:

NEGROES ASSAULT 
TWO WOMEN, Git 
AND TIE UP MEN 


Force Way Into Three East 
St. Louis Homes and, 
After Attack, Steal Cash 
and Jewelry. 


SCARED BY SHOT 
AT FOURTH HOUSE 


Police Suppress News of 
Crime and Deny Knowl- 
edge of Jt After Deputy 
Sheriff Makes It Public. 


Two Negroes forced their way 
into three East St. Louis homes 
last night, criminally attacked two 
women and a 16-year-old _ girl, 
bound and gagged several men, in- 
cluding the husbands of the at- 
tacked women, and stole jewelry 
and money. 

At a fourth East St. Louis home 
they were frightened away by an 
accidental revolver shot. 

Reports of the crimes, the last 
of which occurred at 10:45: o’clock, 
were suppressed by East St. Louis 
police, but were made public by 
Mike Doyle, Chief Deputy Sheriff 
at East St. Louis, under Sher- 
iff Munie of St. Clair County. At 
noon today Chief of Police James 
Leahy and Chief of Detectives 
George Byrnes told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, who had learned 
of the robberies and attacks, that 
they knew nothing about any such 
crimes, : 

The first appearance of the 
Negroes at a house on North 
Twenty-second § street, East St. 
Louis, where a party was in prog- 
ress. Another couple was expect- 
ed at the party, and when there 
was a knock at the door the host 
Opened it unsuspectingly. 

Negroes Invade Party, 

Two Negroes, both of them 
armed, pushed their way past him 
into the room: One of them, ac- 
cording to witnesses, was a tall, 
light brown Negro with a scar run- 
ning from his right ear to his chin, 
along the jaw line. The other 
was short and very black. The 
short one, Doyle said he was told, 
carried two pistols while the light- 
er Negro had but one. 

The host, two other men and a 
youth were tied and gagged by the 
robbers and their valuables taken 
from them. All were placed in the 
bathroom and the door was locked. 
Then the tall Negro attacked a 16- 
year-old girl who was at the party, 
Doyle said he was told, and the 
short, black Negro attacked the 
wife of one of the guests. Rings 
and watches were taken from the 
women. 

Another guest had brought her 
2-year-old daughter to the party. 
In the course of the robbery the 
child began to cry and one of the 
Negroes said to her mother: “You 
keep that kid still or I'll knock its 
head in." 

After the robbers left one of the 
women, who also were tied before 
the assailants’ departure, freed 
herself from her bonds and re- 
leased the others. 
$330 in Cash and Jewelry Stolen. 

The Negroes then_ went to the 
home of John W. Midkiff, 803 
North Forty-second street, where 
they bound and gagged Midkiff, his 
wife, their son, Alfred, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Mason, 840 £4North 
Forty-second street. After cutting 
the telephone wires, and taking $30 
in cash and jewelry valued at $300, 
the Negroes departed, saying they 
were going to rob the house next 
door, : 

The man next door was Arthur 
Morgan, 805 North Forty-sec- 
ond, who happened to be stand- 
ing in his doorway as the robbers 
approached. He saw them pull 
handkerchiefs over their faces as 
they came up the walk and called 
to his wife to bring him his pistol. 

As she hurried toward the front 
door, Mrs. Morgan accidentally dis- 
charged the weapon. The bullet 
buried itself in the door-jamb be- 
side Morgan and the _ robbers 
turned and fled. Morgan released 
the Midkiffs. 

At 10:45 o’clock, the Negroes 
knocked at the door of a house in 
Washington Park, just outside the 
‘ast St. Louis city limits. The 
resident, whose wife had been ill, 
got up from the table where he was 
reading the Bible, and went to the 
door, thinking it was one-of the 
neighbors, who had been caring for 
his wife. 

Bound While His Wife Is Attacked. 

This man told Doyle, the deputy 
reported, that his wife was kneeling 
in prayer beside their bed, prepara- 
tory to retiring, when the knock 
came. He opened the door, the rob- 
bers pushed in, tied and gagged 
him and the short black Negro 
criminally assaulted the wife. 

“The men came in while we were 
at dinner,” Alfred Midkiff told the 
Post-Dispatch today. “The house 
was very warm and we had left 
the front door open. They just 
walked right in. 

“They took five rings and three

Asked to comment on yesterday’s 
election in which Walter J. G. 
Neun, incumbent, decisively de- 


feated Jules R. Field, the Mayor's 
secretary, in the race for nomina- 
tion for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, Mayor Miller today said: 

“TI think this proves conclusively 
that we haven’t got a machine. I 
think that’s the whole answer. We 
have been accused of having a ma- 
chine and this shows we haven't 
got. one at all. That’s all I want 
to say about it.” 

Walter J. G. Neun, Republican, 
renominated yesterday for a third 
term as President of the Board of 
Aldermen: “The only way I can 
account for the result is that the 
people had confidence in me. The 
uprising against one-man control 
of the government by the Mayor 
had a great deal to do with it. I 
think the people don’t want one- 
man control—in fact, I’m sure of 
it now. The vote was big, I believe, 
because of the enthusiasm aroused 
over this issue. The feeling 
against the special tax system may 
have had something to do with the 
size of the vote, but both Field 
and I took the same stand on that. 
The editorial support of the Post- 
Dispatch and the cartoons it print- 
ed had much to do with the result. 
I had confidence in myself all 
along. I’m going to take advan- 
tage of the dinner offered my fam- 
ily by the political writer of one 
newsyaper, who predicted by de- 
feat and said the meal was on him 
if he was wrong.” 

Jules R. Field, Mayor Miller's 
secretary, defeated by Neun: “The 
hammering by the newspapers on 
@he idea that someone was trying 
to dominate the government was 
that brought the big vote out, 
likewise the good weather. The 
politicians got fooled; indorsements 
for a candidate don’t mean any- 
thing without work to back them 
up. The aldermanic candidates 
and many workers were not help- 
ing me because they thought my 
nomination was a cinch; they took 
it for granted. I don’t think the 
special tax question affected the 
result, but the Krueger-Barnes 
fight in the Twenty-fourth Ward 
brought out a lot of voters through 
political deals in other wards. I 
am anxious to return to my iaw 
practice but have no immediate 
intention of resigning as Mayor 
Miller’s secretary, and I am not 
planning to run for any other of- 
fice. JI am grateful to the news- 
papers for a square deal in pub- 
lishing the news of my campaign.” 

Henry W. Kiel, contractor, form- 
er Mayor for three terms, reached 
by telephone at his farm near Eu- 
reka, Mo.: ‘‘What was the result?” 
he inquired, when asked by the 
Post-Dispatch to comment on the 
victory of Neun. “I am out of 
politics; I have definitely retired, 
and am out here feeding my chick- 
ens. I am not interested one way 
or the other and ‘have no comment 
to make.” 

Louis Nolte, Comptroller: “I do 
not wish to become embroiled in 
politics. There are no politics in 
my office and I do not care to en- 
ter into any political discussion. I 
am not even a student of politics 
and therefore am not qualified to 
speak. The results, however, speak 
for themselves.” 

Edward Ll. Kuhs, Alderman from 
the First Ward: ‘The modern tén- 
dency in government is to central- 
ize power and responsibility, but 
there is a limit to such centraliza- 
tion. In the primary campaign 
Judge Neun raised the issue that it 
would be dangerous to place too 
much power in the hands of one 
man, and that if Field, the Mayor's 
secretary, were elected, it would 
giv the Mayor control over the 
Board .of Estimate and Apportion-

I _ told 
Myers that Lemon was a very able 
man, as Lemon had been in the 
Circuit Attorney's office, and I 
thought the fellow who called me 
on the phone was a thief or some- 
one connected with the thieves, and 
it was dangerous business for a 
lawyer to get in with those fellows. 

“T told Lemon of my conversa- 
tion and I think Myers was pres- 
ent during the entire time. I told 
Lemon, if I heard from this party 
again, I would tell him to take the 
matter up with Lemon. 

“T let Lemon and Myers do their 
own talking. Lemon was willing to 
accept employment by Myers. I

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POSTAL CLERK STEALS 
MAIL TO BUY WHISKY 


Louis deBurgh Confesses After 
Being Caught in Theft at 
Main Office. 


A postal clerk who found his sal- 
ary, $175 a month, Insufficient to 
permit him to buy his usual gallon 
of whisky a week, was arrested by 
postoffice inspectors last night in 
possession of 35 letters stolen from 
the mails. 

He is Louis deBurgh, 9121 East 
Milton street, Overland Park. Fif- 
ty-seven years old, deBurgh entered 
the service in 1908 and was within 
six years of retirernent on a pension 
of $100 a month. His confession to 
inspectors automatically removes 
his chance of a pension. He is the 
father of six children. 

Numerous complaints concerning 
missing mail had resulted in the in- 
vestigation. Inspectors traced the 
loss to the main postoffice and 
there placed a watch on deBurgh. 


Arrangement of the building is 
such that inspectors can watch 
postal clerks without the clerks’ 
knowledge. 

Last night, the inspectors re- 
ported, they saw deBurgh filch 


letters from the mails. They took 
him into a locker room and, 
searching him, found 35 unopened 
envelopes, directed, for the most 
part, to time payment houses, 
churches, church charities and sim- 
ilar organizations. 

Inspector Kupferer, who ques- 
tioned deBurgh, reported the clerk 
said he started stealing from the 
mails in 1927 and explained he did 
so in order to have money for 
whisky. 

A warrant, charging deBurgh 
with theft from the mails, was is- 
sued today. The offense is punish- 
able, on conviction, by a sentence 
of five years in prison, a fine of 
$5000 or both. 


ONTARIO LIQUOR PRICES UP 


Increase of 30 Cents a Bottle on 
Bourbon, 25 Pct. Rise on Scotch.

TORONTO, Ontario, March 14.—

ERE is no need for hasty 
judgment on the Progres- 
sives’ conference held in Wash- 
ington. Many sincere people 
attended it. Their assumption 
that they are better than any 
of the political parties will be 
no harm. Apparently they have 
an ambitious program. They 
seek to guide all other public 
officers. Their official mem- 
bers have not: always shown 
great capacity for co-operation. 
If they now learn to co-operate 
with each other, they may be 
able better to co-operate with 
other members of the Congress, 


The conference has accom- 
plished little by naked criticism. 
Everyone knows that the Gov- 
ernment is not perfect. Almost 
everyone suspects that it will 
not be made perfect for some 
time. Yet we all want to see 
it improved. We all desire 
progress, prosperity and even 
better distribution of the re- 
wards of industry, although in 
these we now surpass the world. 
Very few know that the thing 
cannot be secured by more ex- 
travagance, more loafing, more 
politics, or more Government. 

The discussion may prove 
helpful. A reduction of vague 
ideas to specific proposals usu- 
ally shows whether they are 
sound. The formation of a con- 
structive common sense pro- 
gram for perfecting the country 
will not be found easy.

To hear such an aria properly 
sung is a privilege that the ordin- 
ary music public does not exper!i- 


}ence very often for the reason that 


music of such depth and nobility 
simply cannot be trusted to the 
ordinary run of singers. A good 
voice is not enough—even a good 


yoice accompanied by a reasonable 


experience and an ordinarily ade- 
quate knowledge of singing is not 
always enough. What is needed is 
a musical feeling that extends to 
the psychological roots of the art 
and comprehends those inarticulate 
human passions which find their 


It is enough to say that Mme. 
Matzenauer’s singing was worthy 
of that great passion music. Any- 
thing beyond that would be super- 
fluous, but since superfluity is one 
of the luxuries that go with the re- 
viewer’s desk let me add that her 
phrasing, her use of emphasis and 
the general contours of her melodic 
line built up an impression of un- 
challengeable authority. 

Mme. Matzenauer also sang, in 
the second half of the program, a 
group of songs by Gu ‘tave Mahler. 
These gave one a view of another 
side of her art, but without con- 
tributing anything further to the 
emotional experience of the after- 
noon, 

Szell’'s treatment of the C Major 


suite betrayed an enviable knowl- 


edge of the score and @ gratifying 
respect for its artistic purposes. The 
playing of the orchestra was such 


as to provide an accurate reflection 


of the rich humors, compounded of 
logic and emotion, that ran through 


all the numbers of the suite. 


Tne orchestra also play*d the 
“Night Music” from Gustave Mahl- 
er’s suite, and Carl Goldmark’s 
“Sakuntala” overture Mahler's 
symphonic music has never been 
popular in these United States, and 
in this respect one is inclined to 
echo the great American public. 
The “Night Music” is a perfect ex- 
ample of Mahler's capacity for 
building up interesting details with- 
out welding them into an or- 
ganic whole. The transitional pas- 
sages fail utterly in their function 
of carrying the auditor on from 
place to place. 

The “Sakuntala” overture is a 
typical movie schnitzel and was 
played much better than it de- 
served to be.

William G. Panzer, brusque but 
beloved smoke-eater and former 
chief of the St. Louis Fire Depart- 


ment, met a fineman’s death last, 


night at his home at 2826 January 
avenu2, 

After a heartbreaking fight of 
almost three years, against an en- 
emy his doggedness could not 
conquer, he succumbed to cancer 
caused by injuries he had suffered 
in a motor crash 14 years ago as 
he answered a fire alarm. 

Had it not been for politics, a 
game that the grizzled firefighter 


despised and refused to play, it is 


probable that “three sixes’’—t ec 
sign of a fireman's passing, would 
have gone out last night over the 
“slow register’ of the St. Louis de- 
partment. 

As eventz hsd shaped them- 
selves, however, the veteran had 
been out of St. Louis service for 
almost six years, thrown by oli- 
tics from the orginization ne had 
served for32 years, and directed as 
its Chief for eight.

No old man was “Bill’? Panzer. 
Wherever firemen gather to talk 
of daring deeds against their 
treacherous and relentless enemy, 
his name is spoken as the synonym 
of daring, courage and astuteness 
in the business that firemen call 
their “game,” the never-ending 
struggle against fire. 

Even in his sixties, when other 
men would have been satisfied to 
retire to the peace of an outlying 
fire house, he was always in the 
first line of the attack, his white 
Slicker and helmet gleaming 
through swirling smoke from lad- 
der or roof edge.

N annual business totaling 
millions was transacted in this 
hideout.

So highly does Ca- 
pone esteem Guzik that once when 
his friend was ill in Michael Reese 
Hospital he stationed a 24-hour 
watch at his bedside to guard 
against assassination.

Detective Ser- 
geant Edward Birmingham, who 
participated in the raid, said he 
had been offered a bribe of $5000 
to forget the bookkeeping system 
and the records.

Judge Howard Hayes had im- 
pounded them the day after 
the raid, and at a special hear- 
ing, of which there was no for- 
mal notification, returned 
them to the syndicate. with- 
out giving the Federal authori- 
ties opportunity to inspect 
them, 

United States District Attorney 
Edwin A. Olson protested at what 
he described as a direct refusal to 
co-operate with the Government 
and made public a letter he had 
written to Judge Hayes asking him 
to withhold decision pending an 
investigation. The return of the 
records by Judge Hayes followed 
within 16 hours a request from 
Federal officials at New Orleans 
for a transcript of them. The re- 
quest, of course, was not granted. 

In June of 1925 Capone decided 
to have his life insured, and so no- 
tified the Chicago office of a large 
company. A_ representative was 
sent to interview him. 

“What is your occupation?” he 
asked Capone, 

“Dealer in secondhand furni- 
ture,” answered Capone. 

“And he never cracked a smile,’’ 
the representative reported. 

The other questions being put 
and answered, Capone was told he 
would hear further from the com- 
pany, which he did. Although 
actuaries do not classify his stated 
occupation among the hazardous 
risks, the application was rejected. 
He tried a half dozen other com- 
panies with no better luck. 

In the Chicago city directory of 
1928-29 he was listed as a sales- 
man,

They opened fire simultaneously. 


A charge of buckshot ripped 
through the body of the coach.:

He 
dropped the parcels and started 
running for the apartment building.

He wheeled, still half 
running, to reach for his own gun, 
end a charge of buckshot caught 
him full in the front, shattering his 
jaw and piercing his lungs and ab- 
domen.

, It looked as if the mighty Torrio 
was about ready to strike out. As 
he lay unconscious, the O’Banion 
pistoleer dashed over to adminis- 
ter the coup de grace—a bullet in 
the brain.

As he was doing that, and the 
Sawed-off shotgunner was reload- 
ing, their driver honked the horn 
Sharply.

In the past 50 vears there lave 
been only nine divorces, and here's 
what you have to do to get a di- 
vorce in Manxland: 

Obtain in the chancery division 
of the Manx court a decree of judi- 
cial separation, . 

Then bring an action in the com 
mon law division against the co- 
respondent for damages for “‘crim- 
inal conversation.” 

If favorable verdicts are ob- 
tained in these actions the litigant 
must present a petition to the Manx 
legislature for permission to pre- 
sent a private divorce bill. This 
bill must pass both branches of the 
legislature and then receive the 
King’s assent. i 

When the royal assent is given 
the bill is.promulgated at the an- 
cient open air court of Tynwald in 
the center of the island. This 
court is held every year July 65.
